respectable athletic circles, especially since 
the artival of English journals and poriodi- 
cals hus niade it: possible:.to study the 
other side of the question. In tha course 
of an interviow, Mr Sullivan saya :—“T 
believe that the colleges in England conduct 
their sports on a sound amateur basis but 
tho government of amatcur sport outside 
this element is a joke." Curiously enough, 
this is exactly the criticism upon American 
athletics’ more moderately oxpressed by 
responsible people here. ~

“Mr Cnmeron Corbett, ‘the: member for 
the Tradeston Division of Glasgow, has 
announced “that he can no longer act with 
tho, Unionists upon the temperance ques- 
tion, and that he will lay his views before 
the Associations which support ‘him and 
take their opinion whether hia resignation 
of the seat is desirable. This is the first 
break in the ranka of the party in Scotland 
since the general clection, and it is the 
more to be regretted because it. is-believed 
locally to be wholly unnecessary. Mr 
Corbett is: a temperance xdvocate__ of 
the. extremest type; but his opinions 
have all. along been recognised in 
Tradeston, and he has been ‘returned 
by the Unionist vote even although ‘he 
ins-frequently-oppased the liconsing pro- 
posuls of former’ Unionist Governments. 
What ia-more;—at the . last election -.he 
fought and was returned as a Free Trader, 
with but little protest -from tho Fair 
Traders, and the news of-his secession on 
an English Licensing Bill which is nob of 
the slightust interest to Glasgow has there- 
fore caused the utmost aetonishment, It 
ean only be explained on the ground thata 
one-questiqn politician is notoriously wn- 
practical. . € 

Mr Corbett. has represented the Trade- 
ston Division since 1885, and is the senior 
-momber-of-Glasgow-—In.the tirst-instance 
he was returned as a Liberal, and was one 
of the gentlemen mentioned: in tho ‘well- 
known telegram to Mr Gladstone, “ We are 
aoven,”—Glasgow returning seven Liberals 
at that election, He came out on the 
introductior of the . Home Rule Bill, 
and. since 1866 has received the loyal 
support of the Unionists: in the  con- 
stituency. He. has been a popular mem- 
bor, and"has-repaid his popularity by many 
thunificent gifts to the City. The most 
notable of these are the Rouken Glen Park 
and the-Highland cs‘ate of Ardgoil.
